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The Opportunities Which the 
World Offers to the Youth of 
the Present Day. 


Dr. Charles Edward Locke, at 
the First Methodist Episcopal 
Church, preached last night the 
first of two sermons on the subject, 
“When Are Young Women Beauti¬ 
ful and Young Men Handsome, 
or the Young Woman’s Chance 
and the Y'oung Man’s Chance.” 
His text last evening was, “1 
have written unto you, young men, 
because ye are strong. ’ —I John, 
ii, 14. He said, in part. 

It is very frequently asked now¬ 
adays whether a young man’s 
chances are as good today as in 
the past. There is a sort of fan¬ 
tastic fascination that ever lingers 
with the past, investing the foi- 
mer days with a romantic chivalry 
which is supposed not to - belong to 
the practical prosaic, present days. 
There is also a kind of mysterious 
glamour which halos the future, 
inviting men into the distant days 
of certain achievement. The pre¬ 
sent always has had a hard struggle. 
When the present is future, it is 
ardently wooed, and when the 
present becomes the past it is 
ferventlv revered, but when it 
is present, then it suffers as do 
all human ideals by personal con- 

tact. , , . 

“Life belongs to the hopeful. 
Xt has been said that a pessimist 
is one who has the choice of two 
evils and takes both. A discour¬ 
aged young man is defeated before 

he begins. , . 

li Never were the educational 
chances for young persons so boun¬ 
tiful and brilliant as at present. 
Schools, books, lectures, papeis, 
magazines, etc. accessible to all. 
Generous millions of the rich are 
placed at the disposal of the colleges 
and universities and libraries of 
the nation. And never were there 
so many well-equipped uplifting 
institutions. The church, Young 
People's societies, Young Men s 
Christian Associations and various 
opportunities for refinement and 
conserving the higher nature. 

“If the young man would avail 
ViimQplf of his chances, he must 


invest in himself. He must develop 
power to will and to think, and this 
is the prime purpose of an educa¬ 
tion. When men who have been 
successful in material things dis¬ 
parage high school and university 
education, it must be put down as 
colossal egotism. Some men who 
have been successful in making a 
little money arrogate to themselves 
the right to speak with authority 
upon science, theology, ethics and 
education, and they do it with a 
pompous pride which is pitiable, 
notwithstanding its impertinence. 

If a man succeeds who has had no 
education, he does so in spite of 
his ignorance and not on account 
of it. Sometimes struggle and 
poverty teach men to think and 
to will, but if a young man has not 
the spur of necessity he probably 
never will learn to think and to 
will unless he puts himself down to 
the desperate task of acquiring a 
mastery of mathematics and his- 

If the young man would succeed, 
he must avoid luxuries, late hours 
and vices. Hecatombs of young 
men are being sacrificed today to 
fad and fashion. Many homes of 
luxury are gilded entrances to 
dissapation and death for young 
men. Fashion plans the ballroom, 
the theater party and wine supper, 
and the young man, enjoying the 
distinction of being the guest of 
the rich and. the influential, gives 
himself to the customs and dizzy 
rounds of the social world, only to 
find, after a few years, that he has 
not only lost his chance for success 
in his chosen field, but he has 
acquired an appetite for liquor 
and a passion for delirious excite¬ 
ment, and lias literally lost his soul 
and his life. 

“ A young man's chances for 
going to the devil were never so 
good or so many as today. The 
road was never so straight and the 
scheduled time so short as now. 
Young Pullman is a sad illustra¬ 
tion, but there are tragedies of 
this kind today in many homes. 
The^tyvo great evils that destroy 
young men are liquor and im¬ 
purity—these are the modern Scylla 
and Charvbdis—the two deadly 


monsters which snatch to their 
death the young mariners on life's 
dangerous sea. Of 182 criminals, 
165 were young men, and of 53 
murderers, 45 were young men. 

“ God is on the side of any young 
man who is determined to make a 
life, and God is more than all that 
can be against such a man. There 
is hardly any chance today for a 
man who is not a faithful Christian. 
So great are the temptations, that 
of himself he will not be able to 
endure the teriffic current which 
will draw him away into its fathom¬ 
less tide of avarice, dishonor, in¬ 
temperance and death. The 
strength of young men is at once 
their greatest safety and their 
greatest danger. By as much as 
they are strong their chances to 
win or lose, for life or death, are 
increased. God wants this strength 
dedicated to His service and hence 
says in this sacred book, “ I have 
written unto you young men, be¬ 
cause ye are strong.” 


Gets the Boy. 

Mr. Charles Phillips, a wealthy 
and prominent citizen of Tucson, 
Arizona, returned home after spend¬ 
ing a week in the city. He came 
to secure the return of his adopted 
son, who had been brought to 
this city by his father. It appears 
that the boy's father who proved 
to be a disolute charactei, gave 
the boy when a child, to Mr. and 
Mrs. Phillips. They adopted him, 
sent him to school, granting him 
all the rights of a son. Some weeks 
ago, while on his way to California, 
he stopped at Tucson to see his 
son. Being pleased with the growth 
and looks of the boy he persuaded 
Mr. Phillips to allow him to bring 
the boy to California, promising 
to send the boy back after a few 
weeks vacation. When he got here 
he decided to keep him. On 
the failure of the father to keep 
his word, Mr. Phillips who meant 
business came here, went into the 
juvenile court and secured posses¬ 
sion of the boy and feeling as 
happy as any father could feel, 
he and the boy returned to Tucson.

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Mrs. Charles F. Edson Makes A 

Great Speech at the Forum. 

Woman’s Suffrage Carries the 

Day. 

The Forum was packed to almost 
suffication last Sunday to hear 
Mrs. Charles F. Edson’s address on 
Woman’s suffrage. Mrs. Edson and 
her subject proved, not only a 
good drawing card but she proved 
an able advocate of equal rights. 
Her speech lasting more than an 
hour and a half was listened to 
with the closest attention from 
start to finish. The members of 
the Forum have had the honor to 
be addressed by some of the ablest 
political orators in the state, but 
Mrs. Edson made an argument 
before them that eclipsed anything 
they have had the good fortune to 
hear, and if the election was to 
be held in the next few weeks, 
ninty-eight per cent of the voters 
in the audience would vote for 
woman’s suffrage. As it is, wo¬ 
man’s suffrage will be sure to re¬ 
ceive a good majority of the votes 
of those who heard her. 

She said among other things 
that the women do not ask for 
the ballot to enable them to run 
for office, but that they, by the use 
of the ballot may secure for the 
home certain protection that they 
cannot secure without it. That 
if the country is to have desirable 
citizens, that the women of the 
home will have to furnish them, 
and that unless the women have 
the power which can be gotten 
only through the ballot, to sur¬ 
round the home with the proper 
environments, their task will be 
hopeless. She cited many instances 
of reforms secured through the 
agitation of women and of the up¬ 
hill struggles to secure them which 
could have been accomplished in 
half the time and with half the 
labor, if the women had had a 
voice in the election of legislators 
and city councilmen who consti¬ 
tuted the law making bodies. She 
cited the struggle to secure the 
appointment of state and city milk 
inspectors, which had to do with 
the protection of the children’s 
health, by seeing that the milk 


supply was pure, of how the wo¬ 
men secured certain prison reforms 
and the enactment of the eight 
hour law for women. She stated 
that the failure of the men to bring 
about these reforms through their 
own initiative was not because they 
were careless or criminal, but be¬ 
cause they were matters that be¬ 
long wholly to the home, and were-the 
business of the women. They there¬ 
fore asked for the ballot,, not to 
use it to secure office, but by it 
to secure the enactment of 
laws to protect the home. 

When Mrs. Edson rose to speak 
she faced an audience, the male 
members of which were largely 
hostile to her contentions. When 
she sat down, nintey-eight per 
cent of them were of her way of 
thinking. If faultless reasoning 
and cold, logical convincing argu¬ 
ment are proofs of ones fitness 
to vote, Mrs. Edson demonstrated 
beyond a doubt, not only of wo¬ 
mens right to vote, but her fitness 
as well. Every manly man in 
this state ought to go to the polls 
the tenth day of October and not 
only cast his vote for woman’s 
suffrage, but influence every other 
voter to do the same thing. The 
enfranchise of women means the 
elevation of the home, the creation 
of better citizens and perpetuation 
of this great republic. 


A Debate. 

“ Resolved that constitutional 
amendment No. 8 granting the 
right of suffrage to Women should 
be adopted,” will take place at 
the Young Men’s Assembly Friday 
night May 26, 1911. Everybody 
invited.

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Mrs. Peterson Addresses a Large 

Audience At Wesley, M. E. 

Church. 

The auditorium of the Wesley 
M. E. Chu ch was well filled last 
Sunday evening to hear Mrs. Peter¬ 
son, the National Superintendent 
of the colored VV. C. T. U. Her 
address served as an eye opener 
to the audience as to the great 
work that is being accomplished 
bv the W. C. T. U. Beginning 
with its early history she carried 
the audience along the path strewn 
with victories, for the maintainance 
of the home and the protection of 
the youth of the nation from the 
ravages of the rum traffic. The 
stories of the awful havoc wrought 
by the license saloon against the 
home and virtuous womanhood 
were extremely pathetic. She told 
of how the campaigns against the 
saloons, were conducted by the 
colored women in Texas, of the 
splendid work done there by Mrs. 
Lucy Thurman. She told how a 
saloon keeper killed two negroes, 
shooting one in the back without 
ever being called to account, how 
a photograph was taken of one of 
the dead men lying on the ground 
with his sister crawling around 
him screaming till she went into 
unconciousness. The colored wo¬ 
men had the picture painted on a 
banner and with it borne aloft, 
it was followed by a procession 
of colored women and children 
half a mile long, who paraded 
the streets on the clay the election 
was held, which was to determine 
whether the town shorld be wet 
or dry. The watchword of the 
women to the men was, which will 
you vote to protect, your wives 
and children or the saloons? The 
colored men always loyal to the 
right, voted the saloons out of 
every Texas town that made them 
an issue. 

She described the saloons as 
being vast cemeteries with their 
countless dead, borne down by 
their death dealing flood, and of 
of their thousands of female vic¬ 
tims made up of the flower of 
American young womanhood, 
though living, are worse than dead; 


whose lives are a menace to so¬ 
ciety. She said with the downfall 
of the saloon all habitues of the 
red light districts, and the lech¬ 
erous men who hung around saloons 
and recruited the districts, left 
the state to infest communities 
that tolerated saloons. She told 
her colored hearers that the saloon 
and the red light district go hand 
in hand and always encroached 
on the sections inhabited by the 
negroes, thus making their young 
women its first victims; that in 
the south its victims are largely 
colored girls, in the north they are 
white; that regardless of section, 
its victims are young women. She 
closed with an eloquent appeal 
to the men to show the same 
bravery in the fight against the 
enemy of the nation—the saloon, 
that they had shown on the battle 
field in the wars for the republic. 

Mrs. Peterson will return to 
this city next June to set up W. 
C. T. U.’s throughout the city. 
There is in store for the rum traf¬ 
fic one of the hardest blows it has 
received for many years.

Dear Sir:— 

1 have just finished reading The 
Liberator of the 12th, having read 
everything in it including the ads 
and want to assure you that it 
is the neatest and best gotten up 
publication I have ever read. 

One thing that has especially 
pleased me with the paper is the 
manly stand it has taken to keep 
negroes from joining labor unions. 
I have iived in towns controlled 
by organized labor and never again 
want to live in a town so governed. 
I was in San Francisco, doing well, 
when the unions captured the town 
and it was only a short time before 
every opportunity to make a living 
at my trade was closed. 1 went 
East, spent some time in Chicago 
and found that place in the hands 
of the Unions. On my return 
westward I visited a number of 
towns in Kansas, finding them 
unionized and every where I found 


them, 1 also found opportunities 
for skilled negro laborers to follow 
their trades, practically closed. I 
hope the fate of the Santa Fe R. R. 
porters will teach our people a 
lesson about unionism. I thought 
once of joining the unions, but I 
learned from colored men who 
belonged to them, that their chances 
to get work had been lessened since 
they joined, so I kept out. You 
perhaps can hardly appreciate the 
services you are rendering the 
race by the position your paper 
has taken on this labor union ques¬ 
tion. 

I hope your paper may live long, 
and grow strong. Another thing 
I want to say before concluding, 
that I hope our young people who 
read your paper will follow your 
advice. By so doing they have 
everything to gain and nothing to 
loose. Trusting that God will pro¬ 
long your life and increase your 
wisdom so that you can keep up 
the fight for good government, 
and race advancement, I have the

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The President of The Forum A 
Misfit. 


Individually, the president of 
the Forum is a good citizen and 
one that has not an enemy. He 
is a gentleman that enjoys the con¬ 
fidence in friendship of every one 
that knows him. He is a man of 
ability, affable and kind hearted. 
But as presiding officer of an or¬ 
ganization such as the I 1 orurn, 
he is absolutely wanting in the 
discretion that one must possess, 
in order to maintain the dignity 
that should characterize such a 
body. The president’s failure as 
presiding officer is due to no 
meaness of heart on his pait he 
couldn’t do a mean thing, but is 
due to the regretable fact that he 
allows himself to be used by a 
little bunch of three or four ad¬ 
visors, small spirits who are in¬ 
capable of thinking a big thought. 
Little spirits that are opposed to 
everything that means progress 
and who attend the Forum for no 
other purpose than to keep any¬ 
thing from being done. They hate 
intelligence worse than the devil 
does Holywater. Being incapable 
of offering a suggestion, they simply 
oppose those offered by others, 
on that account the Forum has 
been the scene of more slander 
and personal insults during the 
president’s incumbancy ,than in all 
its previous history. This is done 
under the guise of “free speech 
Why the president allows himself 
to be used in this way, and his 
administration made worse than 
a laughing stock is a mystery. 
Seeing that his previous adminis¬ 
tration was handicaped by the 
same obstructionists, the Forum 
re-elected him by acclamation so 
that he could regard himself as 
president of the whole body in¬ 
stead of a handful of small malevo¬ 
lent spirits, but the members were 
doomed to disappointment. The 
president is throwing away the 
opportunity of his life, because 
a failure as president of the Fuiom 
closes the door to future and higher 
preferment. 

At the meeting of the seventh, 
in spite of wiser council, he turned 
the meeting over to certain members 


to display their personal ill feelings 
about matters with which the 
Forum had nothing to do, this 
too in the presence of strangers. 

Last Sunday at the close of Mrs. 
Edson’s speech he threw the meet¬ 
ing open so that she might hear 
an expression from the audience. 
After three long speeches by men 
who ought not to have spoken 
over three minutes, he announced 
that it was time for adjournment. 
The Forum voted three to one 
against adjourment as Mrs. Edson 
and a number of ladies wanted to 
reply to the gentlemen who had 
spoken against woman’s suffrage. 
At this juncture some one wanting 
in the sense of propriety made 
the usual point of order when they 
desire to cut off profitable dis¬ 
cussion. The president turned the 
whole evening into a disgraceful 
farce by declaring the meeting 
adjourned, although there were 
a dozen respectable members on 
the floor desiring to offer a motion 
to continue the session so that 
the ladies could be heard. W hat 
we are saying in this connection 
is said with sincere regret. 

The president will perhaps learn 
that a big soul can some times do 
a little thing, but a ^ little soul- 
can never do a big thing, bo long 
as his chief advisors are composed 
of small, malevolent spirits, he 
cannot but spoil everything lie 
touches.
